Stayed With Crippled Bomber 
in Belief Man Who Leaped 
¥ Stil Was Aboard. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP).— 
The army’s Cheney award went to- 
day to an air corps pilot who risked 


his life to land a crippled boniber 
in the mistaken belief he had a 
helpless passenger aboard. 

The pilot, Lieut, Harold L. Nee- 
ly, stationed at Lowry Field, Den- 
ver, was flying a bomber at 11,000 
feet above a duststorm near Hill 
City, Kan., Dec, 18, when both mo- 
tors stopped, the citation said. He 
directed his three passengers ‘to 
leap with their parachutes. - They 
did, but he saw only two leave the 
plane and deciding the third was 
still aboard made a forced landing 
in a 40-mile wind. He escaped in- 
jury. 

Announcing the award, Louis 
Johnson, Assistant Secretary of 
War, said, “This heroic act dem- 
onstrated extreme courage and 
self-sacrifice far beyond the call of 
duty.” 

The award, presented annually 
for the outstanding act of valor by 
military personnel in connection 
with aircraft, was established 13 
years ago in honor of Lieut. Wil- 
liam H. Cheney who was killed in 
an air collision at Foggia, Italy, in 
1918. 


HITLER DECORATES U-BOAT 
CAPTAIN FOR SHIP SINKINGS 


Receives Commander With Record 
of 114,510 Tons; Another 
Credited With 80,000. 
BERLIN, March 1 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler today received Capt. Herbert 
Schultze, submarine commander, 
and awarded bim the Knight's 
Cross of the Iron Cross in recogni- 
tion of his destruction of 114,510 
tons of shipping in the first five 

months of the war.

A communique said the army was 
advancing from the east and south 
in a developing offensive and that 
one force had reached Yiasainio, 
just south of the city on Viipuri 
Bay. 

The nearest point gained by the 
troops driving from the east was 
reported to be Pero, a railway sta- 
tion about five miles from Viipuri. 
Also reported occupied were Hein- 
joki, about 14 miles east of Viipuri 
and Ayrapaa, about 12 miles east 
of Heinjoki. All three places are 
on the Viipuri-Valkjarvi railroad.

Entirely on my own respon- 
sibility, and on independent deduc- 
tions, it seems essential to state 
that Viipuri—whether it falls or 
not—will in no way settle the fate 


of Finland. Nor would Viipuri’s 
abandonment, if that should hap- 
pen, imply an early end to Finnish 
resistance. . 

If circumstances should dictate, 
there still is room for much deeper 
withdrawal of Finnish troops on 
any part of the isthmus front with- 
out opening Finland’s southern 
gates to the Bolshevist invaders. 
What is vital to remember is this: 
The Finns now occupy a second 
line of defense across the western 
half of the isthmus. But behind 
this is a third line, and a fourth, 
and a fifth. Having taken three 
months to progress less than 40 
miles along the Leningrad-Viipuri 
railrvad, the Russians still have a 
long way to go before they can get 
into the open. . 

It is true that there are too 
many unknown quantities to per- 
mit categorical statements about 
what can or cannot happen on the 
isthmus fron® One does not know 
how heavy Finnish casualties have 
been or how many Finnish divi- 
sions have been assembled to rein- 
force the new positions. Equally, 
one does not know whether the 
Red Army can possibly muster suf- 
ficient guns and munitions for a 
second big drive. Surprises on one 
side, or the other, cannot be count- 
ed out. Nevertheless, there has 
been no factual information yet to 
indicate that the situation of the 
Finnish defenders is in any sense 
desperate, even though they have 
been forced to yield terrain which 
it was painful to yield. The Finns 
are used to fighting an uphill war. 
They are also at their best when- 
ever they find it advisable to fight 
a withdrawing action. Thus, they 
are psychologically prepared and 
militarily trained for any change 
of front which might become neces- 
sary, and they have a wide choice 
of positions on which to draw new 
lines, 

This does not mean that further 
changes are now contemplated. As 
far as can be learned here, this 
is not the case. But it may be 
well to emphasize that Viipuri is 
neither the strategic nor the po- 
litical capital of Finland and that 
Helsinki—thig country's political 
capital—is some 150 miles from 
Viipuri. However, it should be

The loan will be put in the ex- 
change stabilization fund, Reynaud 
said, in announcing the measures 
last night. In addition, he said, “a 
fraction of our war chest” of Bank 
of France gold will be put aside 
as a secret fund to finance pur- 
chases from abroad. 


In Washington, State and Treas- 
ury department officials called the 
revaluation “a purely internal mat- 
ter” for France, and not likely to 
affect the United States. 

Previous revaluation by both 
France and Britain has not been 
deemed important enough to war- 
rant denunciation of trade treaties

shown every courtesy by the Ger- 
man Government.“ 

Welles had hia second conference 
of the day with Baron Ernst von 
Weizsaecker, State Secretary in the 
Foreign Office, with whom he re- 
mained for an hour, He then re- 
turned to the Adlon Hotel and later 
dined with Alexander Kirk, United 
States Charge d’Affaires, and 
members of the Embassy staff at 
Kirk’s home. 

Welles, arriving from Rome, 
where he already had . conferred 
with Premier Mussolini on his fact- 
finding mission, was greeted . in 
the German capital with the 
shrieks of air raid sirens, It was 
a regular alarm rehearsal. 

In developing the thesis that Brit- 
ain has a stranglehold on the world, 
Von Ribbentrop was believed to 
have told Welles that British cen- 
sorship of American Clipper mail 
at Bermuda was a mere pinprick 
for the United States compared to 
what all Europe as well as Asia 
feels all the time. 

“Service to Civilization.” 

So long as England holds Gib- 
raltar and the Suez Canal, for ex- 
ample—so Von Ribbentrop is sup-

Welles met American newspaper 
correspondents soon after liis re- 
turn from the talk with Von Rib- 
bentrop and said, “As previously 
understood, all my talks are confi- 
dential and such report as { shall 
make will go personally to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.” 

He would make no comment on 
the authoritative statement that 
Germany was in no mood te make 
peace except on terms giving 
sweeping guarantees of secui'ity. 

He declined to say whetlier he 
had brought any personal conimuni- 
cation from Roosevelt to anyone in 
Germany. On being remindled he 
had presented a letter to Mujsolini, 
he said: “That was a person:\] com- 
munication from the President and 
seems to have been the subject of 
many misconceptions.” 

Welles said he was not zertain 
that he woud meet Field Marshal 
Hermann Wilhelm Goering but 
would like to. Aside from meet- 
ings with Hitler and Von Weizs- 
aecker, he said, he had no appoint- 
ments and he did not know how 
long he would stay in Berlin. 

He conferred with Von Itibben- 
trop in the presence of Di.

Both German and American offi- 
clals emphasized the non-official 
character of the visit.

Will Abandon Karelian Isthmus 
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In the World War 
25 Years Ago Today

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Moscow's efforts to gobble up Fin- 
land have achieved more than one 
billion dollars worth of destruction 
in three months. No measure ex- 
ists to weigh the sufferings of 500,- 
000 Finnish evacuees or the anguish 
of nearly 250,000 mothers and 
widows whose sons and husbands 
will never return. Nevertheless, 
Dictator Stalin can take credit for 
a billion dollar bonfire. 

In return for this gigantic human 

d economic waste, the Kremlin’s 

oops have been thrown back with 
staggering losses in every war zone 
along Finland’s 750-mile Eastern 
frontier and the Soviets’ only im- 
portant gains have been registered 
on the Karelian Isthmus. By means 
of their fierce February offensive, 
the Russians have at last ham- 
mered their way up the western 
half of the isthmus to the outskirts 
of Viipuri. 

Actually, from Terijoki up the 
Leningrad-Viipuri Railroad, they 
have advanced less than 40 miles 
in three months—an advance whose 
cost might be figured at approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 a mile.

Army in Precarious Position Because of Ice in 


Bay of Viipuri— Unable to Make Defenses 
in Hard Soil of Islands.

present situation of the 
Finnish army on the southern 
front is thoroughly bad. The 
army has been pushed back to a 
line that cannot be as well fortified 
as the positions lost. This line is 
longer than the original one, and 
there are fewer men to defend it. 
The right wing of the line is in air, 
and the avenue of retreat for 
troops in the center and left runs 
parallel to the front. 


Under the circumstances it is not 
surprising to find the Soviet com- 
muniques reporting gains along the 
western bank of the Vuoksi water 
system. The chances are these re- 
ports are perfectly true; and the 
Finns are preparing to pull out of 
the Karelian Isthmus altogether. 


The worst m litary feature of the 
present Finnish position is that the 
Russians’ advance by their left 
flank has now brought the defend- 
ers’ front parallel to their lines of 
communication. This alone is 
e ough to condemn any defensive 
line. It means that the slightest 
break anywhere in the line cuts off 
all the troops east of the break. 


Problem of the Ice. 


Next worst for the Finns is the 
loss of Koivisto and their footholds 
on the east side of the Bay of VII- 
pudi. This bay is now thick with 
ice. That is, it is temporarily part 
of a land system rather than a wa- 


ter system, with the ice as a plain 
out of which the islands stand as 
little hills. The Russians control 
the eastern side of this plain and 
have the hills for artillery posi- 
tions. The Finns are similarly es- 
tablished to the west. 


Technically, this makes every- 
thing even. Actually, it loads the 
dice in favor of Russia. It throws 
open to attack a new front, 15 or 
20 miles long, where there are no 
defensive fortifications, and where 
they can hardly be dug in the pres- 
ent frozen state of the ground. The 
Russians have men enough to at- 
tack, every point of this line at 
once, but the Finns must find en- 
tirely new troops to hold it while 
they maintain their positions on 
the isthmus. 

Moreover, in such a position as 
this—a wide valley, dominated by 
heights on either side—long-range 
artillery is the most useful of all 
weapons. Heavy artillery is the 
specific weakness of the Finnish 


army, which has little or none. With 
a lack of big guns, it is difficult 
to see how the Finns can stop Rus- 
sian tank and armored car attacks 
across the ice, now already begin- 
ning. The Finnish high command 
is evidently of the same opinion. 
Wednesday’s papers carried dis- 
patches about the removal of the 
population from Sakkajarvi, 25 
miles west of Viipuri, and directly 
behind this new front. 


May Outflank Viipuri. 

Worst of all, from the Finnish 
point of view, is the fact that the 
establishment of this front out- 
flanks Viipuri itself, turning that 


place into a strong point at the 
center of a long, bent line, instead 
of the anchor of a flank. Viipuri 
may now be outflanked instead of 
being assaulted direct. 

This is why the news of she Rus- 
sian advances along the Vuoksi 
water system is probably true. The 
Vuoksi system is a chain of wide, 
shallow lakes, connected by rivers, 
by which Lake Saimma empties 
into Lake Ladoga: It runs through 
the isthmus from northwest. to 
southeast, splitfing it nearly down 
the center, and ends in the Taipale 
River. 


The Russian advance along the 
western shore apparently means 
that the Finns are beginning to 
pull out of the isthmus, swinging 
their army back like a door, of 
which Viipuri is the hinge. Nat- 
urally the Russians will try to 
break the door at the hinge. We 
may expect to hear of violent Rus- 
sion attacks in the next few days. 

The Finns can probably build up 
a new position, stretching from 
somewhere in front of Fredrik- 
shamm to Lake Saimma, with the 
railhead at Sunola and the right 
flank pulled in from the coast to 
follow the chain of elevations that 
runs through this region. They 
can reasonably hope to hold such a 
line till melting snow stalls the 
Russian offensive. 


Finns May Be Split. 
Meanwhile the Finnish troops east 
of the Vuoksi system will be split 


apart from those retreating west- 


ward. Their flank is temporarily 
secured by the chain of lakes, but 
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British warships inside the 
Lardanelles.

THE ALLIES’ ECONOMIC WAR. 
The assumption that Great Britain and France 
are fighting with their backs to the wall in this 
war—a pessimistic view which has gained some 
currency in this country—becomes increasingly un- 
tenable as events unfold. 
Great Britain’s economic warfare against Ger- 


many has been prosecuted with a promptness, vigor 


and thoroughness that must have astounded the 
Nazis. Certainly it has dismayed Germany's neu- 
tral neighbors, which had thought to have the bene- 
fit of at least a year or two of prosperity derived 
from trans-sliipping goods into the Reich. 

But, due largely to the foresight and planning of 
Sir Frederick Leith-Ross, chief economic adviser 
to the Government, the British were able to place 
in effect almost on the epening day of the war an 
embargo the efficiency of which has perhaps never 
been duplicated in history. 

The Ministry of Economic Warfare appears to 
have been extremely effective in cutting off the 
movement of contraband into Germany by sea, either 
through German ports or the ports of adjacent neu- 
tral nations. But this has been only part of the 
strategy. The British also early placed in effect an 
embargo on German exports, to prevent the Nazis 
from acquiring the foreign exchange required to pur- 
chase supplies from Russia or the Balkans. 

Fortune has played into the hand of the Allies 
in respect to Italy. The Fascist Government until 
two years ago appeared to be bound inseparably to 
Germany. But since March, 1938, when Hitler 
marched into Austria, the breach between Germany 
and Italy has been steadily widening. 

Hitler’s refusal to support the abortive Italian 
gesture toward seizing Corsica, Tunisia and Djibouti, 
his wanton seizure of Czecho-Slovakia and Poland, 
his dramatic about-face with reference to Russia— 
these things have transformed Mussolini from a 
putative ally to a putative enemy. 

Certain it is that Italy has been giving complete 
co-operation in the Allies’ blockade of the Reich. 
This co-operation is not at all likely to be affected 
by the new British order halting the shipment of 
German coal to Italy by way of Rotterdam, the En- 
glish Channel and the Mediterranean—a circuitous 
route made necessary by rail congestion in Germany. 

Two competent foreign correspondents have re- 
cently written pieces attesting the complete co- 
ordination of the Italian economy with the Allied 
war aims. Frederick Sondern Jr., writing in Life, 
stated agents of the British Ministry of Economie 
Warfare literally swarm the Italian docks and the 
customs stations at the Italian-German border, 

These agents must be approximately as thick in 
Italy as the German military and economic mis- 
sions were in the days before Count Ciano made 
his memorable trip to Berchtesgaden to try to dis- 
suade the Fuehrer from moving into Poland, only 
to be reviled, according to the accepted story, as 
an “ass” and “son of an ass.” 

In the current issue of Collier’s, Frank Gervasi 
writes that Italian “factories have rigid instruc- 
tions to fill Allied orders even before filling requi- 
sitions for the Italian army,” and that Italian busi- 
ness men and manufacturers cannot obtain Govern- 
ernment permits to send goods to Germany. 

Meanwhile, Russia, by engaging in a war of her 
own, has for the present canceled herself out as a 
reservoir of supplies for Germany. 

Backing up their successes on the economic front, 
the Allies have, as always, Britain’s great navy and 
France's superb army. Each is easily the best 
equipped, the best manned and the best command- 
ed in Europe. In respect to‘ aerial strength alone 
are the Allies inferior. And they are steadily clos- 
ing the gap in this field. 

There is, of course, no more ground for unbounded 
optimism than there is ground for despair. Ger- 
many is a powerful foe, ready to fight to despera- 
tion. A great deal depends on the leadership of the 
Allies. But if Britain and, France play their hands 
so as to get maximum co-operation from the other 
European democracies, and if they place their cause 
in a light which will draw the greatest .aid from 


their dominions and colonies, the odds in a long war- 


would appear definitely in their favor. 

Gaining their own victory, the Allies can make 
their own peace—without any occasion to blame any 
outsiders if it proves as transient as the peace made 
at Versailles.

That would 
have prevented the headache of foreclosure.

Hunt was approved on the good old theory that 
lightning never strikes twice in the same place. 
Well, at least the FHA has not adopted the spid- 
er’s slogan of “Try, try in.” Instead, it has ac- 
quired a neat little blackball. 

It’s a good idea if the ball is not used when St. 
Louis finally gets around to better housing in the 
sub-standard areas where it is really needed. 
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As the 1940 political score stands, the Republicans 
have carried two Ohio congressional districts, abso- 
lutely, and John L. Lewis, hypothetically.

In many ways, Hoover has demonstrated hiriself 
to be an excellent policeman. Therefore one is in- 
clined to discount some of the harsh things he has 
said about the parole system, for example. After 
all; one does not expect a sociologist’s attitude in a 
law enforcement officer. 

His collection of medals from such astonishing 
sources as Carol of Rumania and the Penn Athletic 
Club, of loving cups from high school students and 
of honorary degrees from generous colleges may be 
signs of self-exploitation. 

Such advertising is in bad taste, even if it pays. 
Yet we can put up with it. However, if Hoover really 
is bent on building up an American secret police, 
then it is high time to call a halt. Congress sould 
brush aside the old argument that police acti/rities 
must necessarily be secret, and turn an investigative 
searchlight on the FBI and its publicity-mad chief. 
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GLOOMY FEBRUARY’S GONE. 
February, 1940, is behind us now and entered in 
the city’s chronicles as the most dismal February 


we have ever had to live through. The sun illuinined | _ 


less than a third of the month’s daylight Hours, 
although in an average February it shines at least 
half the time. A Stygian month indeed! 

This daytime darkness is not to be attributid en- 
tirely to smoke. The fogs of winter are inevitable 
and opaque. However, smoke did sharply redude vis- 
ibility on no less than 18 of February’s 29 days. 

Yet this bleak and dreary month and all its murk- 
induced lassitude and cheerlessness will not have 
been in vain if each and every St. Louisan takes 
to heart the appeal of Mrs. Robert McKittrick Jones, 
chairman of the Clean Air Committee of St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital, to eliminate smoke from his 
own chimney. Such efforts should soon be backed 
by municipal ordinances based on the report of the 
Mayor’s Smoke Elimination Committee. 

Even though the first robin has been reported and 
other forerunners of spring have been seen, there 
must be no let-up now in the campaign iigainst 
smoke. Other Februarys are ahead. There ‘will be 
no excuse if they are as drear as the one just gone. 
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THE SCHOOL BOARD VACANCY. 

Mayor Dickmann says he has approached tt least 
six men in he last two weeks in an effort to fill 
the vacancy on the Board of Education caused by 
the resignation of Arthur A. Blumeyer. Eaith one, 
according to the Mayor, begged off, giving such 
excuses as pressure of business. The Mayo)’, how- 
ever, says he thinks that they all were reluctant 


to go on the board because of the recent scan- 


dals in the administration of the schools. 

It is understandable that Mr. Dickmann should 
have this difficulty, but that makes the exjierience 
no less disappointing. The call to the Board of 
Education today is more important perhajs than 
at any time in the city’s history. The man —0r wom- 
an—who replaces the board’s late small-loan lender 
will have an opportunity to share in the work of re- 
storing school administration to public confiilence. 

School board service takes time, more time now 
than ordinarily because of the cleaning up that 
needs to be done. But what is there which s worth 
while that does not take time and effort and so 
does not involve sacrifice? The Mayor’s quest should 
not need to be a long one. There unquestionably are 
many men and women of high standards and ideals 
in St. Louis who would welcome a chance to serve 
in this most important capacity. 
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THE LIGHT ON LEGISLATIVE RECORDS ~ 

With the April primary approaching, the Legis- 
lative Voters’ League of Illinois is circuliiting its 
appraisal of Illinois House members and State Sen- 
ators whose terms expire this year. R. Wallace 
Karraker of Jonesboro receives the higheiit rating 
among the Senators. “Honesty, sincerity, ability 
and fearless independence make him very valuable,” 
says the Voters’ League, R. G. Crisenberry of Mur- 
physboro is described as “active, earnest, capable.” 
But other records get other ratings. That of John 
W. Fribley of Pana is “decidedly mixed”; that of 
John J. Parish of Centralia “only fair“; that of

planter tells of land owners’ new view on sharing benefits; up to

N Jan. 9 and 10, a considerable number 
(- metropolitan reporters and photog- 

raphers converged upon Sikeston, Mo. 
They came to cover the second annual evic- 
tion day demonstration of Swampeast Mis- 
souri cotton croppers. On the same date a 
year ago, they had found a grand show in 
the roadside sit-down strike, which com- 
manded front-page space for a week. 

They had been tipped off that the tech- 
nique would be different this year. The 
croppers were going to march 2000 strong 
on thé main highway across the rich level 
delta to their refuge on a barren hilltop in 
the Ozarks. If they were molested (there 
had been talk of machine guns), they were 
just going to kneel on the roadsides and 
pray to their Heavenly Father, That was ex- 
pected to furnish good camera material. 
So the reporters were naturally disap- 
pointed when nothing came off at all. 

The spectacular sit-down of January, 1939, 
was a protest against the increasing defeat 
of labor policy in cotton control. The crop- 
pers saw the planters growing fat on the 
cream of cotton control, while they were 
losing weight on the watered skim milk. So 
they dramatized their protest on the shelter- 
less, snow-covered highways. 

The original sin of the cotton program 
was the failure to make the “labor” pay- 
ment accrue only for labor performance. 
The law and numerous rulings have gone 
little farther than to assert that the cropper 
“ought” to receive a certain proportion of 
the payments. Never have law or rulings 
had the simple forthrightness to provide 
that the worker only should receive the 
“labor” payment. Human nature being what 
it is, the labor payment has gone increas- 
ingly to ownership. 

0 + + 


Department executives, and even some 
county committees, have striven manfully 
to get the “labor” payment to the cropper, 
but they have been increasingly out of luck. 
By means of shifts and devices, and by turn- 


mitted the problem and deliberated éarn- 
estly on what to do about it. Out of these 
land owners’ meetings, which were repre- 
sentative and largely attended, came a 
“resolution” which I quote in part: 

“We therefore urge our Congressmen and 
Senators and the Secretary of Agriculture 
to work for an enactment early in the next 
Congress, to be effective for the 1940 crop, 
that will make it impossible for a land own- 
er or tenant to receive that portion of Gov- 
ernment payments set up for the sharecrop- 
per, unless such owner or tenant, in addi- 
tion to performing his functions as such, 
has done also the bodily work of making 
the cotton crop.” 

The significance of the resolution is ob- 
viously very great. The organized croppers, 
who are, of course, wiser than the planters 
in such matters, were caught flat-footed 
when they read it. Certainly landowners in 
an organized manner had not previously 
called for a realistic writing of the labor 
clause in cotton control. A few individual 
planters had done so, but it was doubtless 
presumed by the Secretary of Agriculture 
and his aids that these individuals were 
slightly cracked, or at best quite unrep- 
resentative of planters generally.

The croppers were not entirely credulous, 
at first. For one thing, they knew perfect- 
ly well that the planters were wanting bad- 
ly to head off their threatened walk-out. 
But when Gov. Stark had his three confer- 
ences, in two of which their leaders fig- 
ured prominently, the croppers began to 
mellow a bit.

Not until the United States broke down 
the barriers in 1884 did Japan emerge from 
its long isolation and begin trade relations 
with the West. Modern constitutionalism 
very gradually supplanted medieval feudal 
ism in the Empire. The new Constitution, 
which inaugurated a more centralized form 
of government, was a peculiar combination 
of the old Kodo traditions and the innova- 
tions of Western democracy. 

After portraying Japan's past, Miss 
Nourse sketches briefly its product, Japan's 
present.

bon which can be combined 
with virtually all forms of plant 
and animal life and which presum- 
ably will give off continuous rays 
for years, enabling investigators to 
trace the element through countless 
reactions within living things was 
announced last night by university 
authorities. 

They also made known that cy- 
clotron experimenters had produced 
a substance believed to be one of 
the two elements missing from the 
list of chemicals which comprise all 
material things. 

The announcements were made 
by Dr. Raymond T. Birge, head of 
the physics departments, at a cere- 
mony in which Dr. Ernest O. Law- 
rence, father of the cyclotron, was 


presented with the Nobel Physics | 


Prize. 

Dr. Birge said the new form of 
radioactive carbon, made by bom- 
barding grophite, a natural crys- 
talline form of that element, with 
particles of heavy hydrogen, had 
been giving off rays of undimin- 
ished strength for more than 10 
days and showed signs of being 
able to remain active for years. 

Previous Method. 

Previously radioactive carbon had 
been made by bombarding boron, 
another element; with heavy hyd- 
rogen atoms. However, it re- 
mained radio- active for only a few 
hours. : 

Since some of the carbon combin- 
ing processes in living matter re- 
quire weeks or even months, the 
older variety became inactive be- 
fore 
through with their work. The new 
substance holds forth the hope that 


it will keep working as long as ~ 


experimenters need it. 

Dr. Martin D. Kamen, physicist, 
and Dr. Samuel Ruben, chemist, 
who produced the new carbon, sug- 
gested it might be combined with 
substances on which disease germs 
live, and so provide the bacteria 
with telltale signals by which they 
could be traced through the system. 

It was said to be of great poten- 
tial value also in chemistry and in- 
dustry, particularly in solving some 
of the problems of making gasoline 


out of crude oil. All petroleums are 


products of hydrogen and carbon 
atoms combined in complicated 


form. ; 
Element No. 85. 

The other new cyclotron creation 
was tentatively listed as element 
No. 85, a relative of iodine, bro- 
mine, chlorine and fluorine. Ex- 
perimenters manufactured it by 
bombarding bismuth, a metal, with 
high spéed particles of helium. It 
also is radioactive. After giving off 
invisible rays for a few days it dis- 
integrates into lead or turns back 
into a form of bismuth.

Dr. Lawrence asserted there were 
substantial prospects that a 4000- 
ton cyclotron would be “the instru- 
mentality in finding the key to the 
almost limitless reservoir of energy 
in the heart of the atom.”

Dr. bhawrence said he and his co- 
workers had been looking “toward 
the new frontier of the atom’—a 
field calling for atom guns deliy- 
ering energies above 100,000,000 
volts, or several times the amount

He predicted a 4000-ton instru- 
ment would blast the way to this 
new atomic frontier and said pre- 
liminary designs for the big ma- 
chine already had been worked out. 

With some such instrument it is 
considered possible for man to dup- 
licate at least in a small way 
energy. similar to that of cosmic 
rays or even of stars. Some of the 
heavenly bodies presumably would 
have burned up long ago had they 
not been able to produce heat in a 
more efficient way than by ordi- 
nary combustion, 


Dr. Lawrence accepted the honor, 
which is accompanied by a cash 
award of about $40,000, as a repre- 
sentative of his past and present 
rsa in cyclotron develop- 
ment. 


“No individual,” he said, “is re- 
sponsible for a single stepping 
stone along the path of progress 
and where the path is smooth prog- 
ress is most rapid. In my own 
work this is particularly true.”

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FRENCH ENVOY 
SAYS GIEDHS ARE 
OUT OF LECATION 


Asserts Refugees Got Past 
Hungarian Guard Against 
Placing of Which He 
Protests. 


BUDAPEST, March 1 (AP).— 
French Minister Pierre Guerlet as- 
serted last night that Czecho-Slo- 
vak refugees had succeeded in 
slipping from their haven in his 
legation despite a line of Hun- 


garian guards thrown around the 
building. 

The police and detectives, appar 
ently still supposing that the refu- 


gees were inside the legation, 
maintained a virtual siege of the 
building. They alleged there was 
a traffic in French passports for 
Czecho-Slovaks. 

All strangers were halted on en- 
tering or leaving the legation and 
at least one American caller was 
followed into the legation hallway 
by a policeman who asked: Are 
you a Czech?” 

Guerlet protested to the Foreign 
Office against “transgression of 
diplomatic immunity” by intrusion 
of the police into the legation. 

There was some difference about 
the number of refugees. The po- 
lice said 40 were harbored in the 
building. 

Guerlet said: “I do not know how 
many Czechs were here but I think 
their number was 10 or 12. I have 
reason to believe they all escaped 
safely while I was with American 
Minister John F. Montgomery.” He 
said he thought “Germans are be- 
hind this trouble.“ 

Germany was said to have held 
that most of the refugees are for- 
mer army officers or reservists 
seeking to join the Czecho-Slo- 
vak Legion in Paris to fight Ger- 
many for reconstitution of their 
dismembered republic. 

It was learned in diplomatic 
quarters that the British Minister, 
Saint Clair O'Malley, also had 
interested himself in the situation 
and had visited the Hungarian For- 
eign Office in connection with a 
series of letters sent to the Buda- 
pest legation and signed by per- 
sons who said they represented 48 
Czech refugees imprisoned in the 
citadel overlooking the city. The 
letters asserted the Czechs were ill- 
treated, a charge ‘which sources 
close to the Government denied 
while admitting the Czechs’ deten- 
tion in prison-on charges of illegal 
entry into Hungary.

AMERICAS BACKING 
PROTEST 0 BRITAIN 


Brazilian Officiat Says Joint 
Message May Be Sent or 
Wakama Incident. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 1 
(AP).—Foreign Minister Oswaldo 
Aranha said yesterday all Ameri- 
can nations had indicated support 
for Brazil’s indirect protest to 
Great Britain over the warship 
action which resulted in the scut- 
tling of the German freighter Wa- 
kama off Brazil on Feb. 12. 


He said a joint protest presuma- 
bly would be sent to Britain 
through Panama if Venezuela— 
which had suggested the action 
through the Inter-American Neu- 
trality Committee—accepted the 
idea. 

Aranha earlier had said a Brit- 
ish cruiser, which pursued the Wa- 
kama and.made demands for its 
surrender within the 300-mile safe- 
ty zone set up by the 21 American 
republics, acted contrary to the 
spirit of the Panama declaration 
of the safety zone. 

In an interview he stressed that 
although the neutrality zone was 
only an “idea”—not yet accepted by 
the British, French or Germans— 
it might become a “fact” and mean- 
while individual nations could take 
steps to penalize nations which per- 
form warlike acts within the zone. 

In this respect Government 
sources suggested Brazil might pro- 
hibit British warships and auxiliary 
vesselg from taking on fuel oil in 
Brazil. 

This would be partly retaiiation 
for the Wakama incident and part- 
ly because the Anglo-Mexican Oil 
Co., which normally supplies Brit- 
ish vessels in Brazil, has said that 
effective today it will be able to 
provide only 50 per cent of the fuel 
oil hitherto supplied. 

The Anglo-Mexican concern and 
the Caloric Co., which is a Stand- 
ard Oil affiliate, dominate the 
Brazilian fuel oil market. 

The Anglo-Mexican Co.'s decision, 
reported to have been based on the 
necessity of providing a greater 
amount of oil for European war 
uses, has threatened to hamper 
Brazilian industry. A spokesman 
of the Caloric Co., however, said 
his organization was trying to fill 
the gap and was hopeful Brazil's 
needs would be met.

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MARITIME BOARD GIES 
SONGRESS LABOR PLAN 


Would Withhold Subsidies 
From Employers Who Vio- 
late Wagner Act. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 AP).— 
The Maritime Labor Board urged 
Congress today to prolong and ex- 
pand its mediation work and deny 


Government ship subsidies to em- 


ployers who engage in practices 
outlawed by the Wagner Act. 

The denial of ship subsidies was 
one of 20 proposals advanced by the 
board in response to a congression- 
al request for a plan which would 
provide a permanent maritime la- 
bor policy. 

er proposals would: 
Give the board power to deter- 


imine employe representation ques- 


tions now exercised by the National 
Labor Relations Board. 

Clarify seamen’s right to strike 
in a domestic harbor. 

Extend to the seagoing person- 
nel of Maritime Commission ships 
the right of collective bargaining 
now denied by the commission on 
the ground that seamen on such 
vessels are Government employes. 

Exclude such agencies as the 
United States Conciliation Service 
from stepping into maritime labor 
disputes unless invited by the 
board. 

The denial of ship subsidies to 
Wagner Act violators is similar to 
a plan advanced last year by the 
CIO to deny any form of Govern- 
ment contract or loan to employers 
held to be guilty of engaging in 
unfair labor practices. 

The board offered the proposal 
as a “special inducement” to the 
beneficiaries of Government aid to 
obey the Wagner Act. The Gov- 
ernment pays ship subsidies to aid 
construction and operation. 

“In the interests of orderly labor 
relations in the maritime industry,” 
the agency added, “the board be- 
lieves it is imperative to stop ef- 
fectively any attempt by unfair 
maritime employers to engage in 
practices inimical to the rights of 
maritime employes.” 

The board was established in 1988 
and will go out of existence in 


June, 1941, unless Congress con- 


tinues it.

Shippers’ ‘Representative Says 
Repeal Would Be “A 
Step Backward.” 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP). 
—W. L. Clayton, Houston cotton 
broker, testified today that aban- 
donment of the administration’s 
trade agreements program would 
be “a step backward” toward clos- 
ing the markets of world trade. 

Representing the American Cot- 
ton Shippers’ Association, Clayton 
told the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee that in his opinion the program 


provided a “modest effort” to keep 
alive the principle of internation- 
al division of labor with resulting 
free exchange of goods between 
countries. 

He said reciprocity had helped 
cotton growers and dealers by in- 
creasing the world shipment of 
goods to this country, thus provid- 
ing other nations with funds to 
buy cotton here. 

He added, however, that the 
European war had caused foreign 
buyers of cotton to turn more and 
more to other nations for their pur- 
chases, because they could ex- 
change goods with those nations, 
whereas they must liquidate their 
securities to buy needed war mate- 
rials in this country.

Mb. S BANK CREDITS 


War Orders Begin to Exceed 
Shipments of Gold to 
This Country. 


NEW YORK, March 1 (AP).— 
The nations of the world, in the 
war activity and armament build- 
ing race, now are buying goods 
and war supplies in the United 
States faster than they are ship- 
ping gold here. : 

Moreover, foreign spending dur- 
ing the last four months in this 
country has aggregated around 
four-fifths of a billion dollars, av- 
eraging at least $200,000,000 month- 
ly. 
These facts were disclosed yes- 
terday in the monthly review of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. The bank reported that in 
the four weeks ended Feb, 28 the 
United States gold stock, fed by 
imports, climbed another $234,000,- 
000, an average weekly gain of 
$58,000,000. 

Gold came here from widely 
scattered countries, from Norway 
to South Africa and from Canada 
to Australia. 

The bank said: 

“In spite of the large sales of 
gold to the Treasury, most of which 
were for foreign official accounts, 
foreign central bank balances in the 
reserve banks showed a net reduc- 
tion of $26,000,000 during this 
period, indicating that foreign ex- 
penditures here have been exceed- 
ing foreign sales of gold to this 
country. 

“While some transfers of funds 
to this country for the account of 
non-residents of the countries at 
war have been reported, it seems 
fair to assume that a large part 
of the proceeds of the gold imports 
and the reduction in foreign cen- 
tral bank balances in this country 
was actually spent in this country 
by foreigners, including foreign 
governments.”

Armstrong Faces Big 
Odds in Tonight’s Go 


With Champion Garcia 


LOS ANGELES, March 1 (AP).—Seeking to advance still another 
rung up pugilism’s ladder of fame, Welterweight Champion Henry 
Armstrong climbs into the ring tonight and faces Ceferino Garcia, 
claimant of the world’s middleweight crown and one of the deadliest 


punchers in the business. 


The fighters, clashing for the 
second time, weigh in shortly be- 
fore noon, Garcia is expected to 
weigh about 153, Armstrong near 
142 pounds. The bout, slated for 
10 rounds with Garcia’s New York- 
California recognized 160-pound ti- 
tle at stake, is to begin around 
midnight St. Louis time. 

Promoter Charlie MacDonald, 
matchmaker for Hollywood's Amer- 
ican Legion Stadium, predicted a 
crowd of 35,000 would jam Gilmore 
Stadium if the weather remains 
clear as expected, and gate re- 
ceipts would flirt with the $100,- 
000 mark. 

Hollywood’s assortment of celeb- 
rities, he said, has long since 
grabbed up the choice ringside 
seats at $11.50 a throw, which 
means the usual staryy collection 
of motion picture people will sit 
in at the outdoor show. 

The bull-shouldered Armstrong, 
already acclaimed as the ring mar- 
vel of the age who at one time 
held three world’s championships 
simultaneously, faced a momentcus 
task in his attempt to wrest Gar- 
cia’s share of the middleweight 
title.

HEN the two young propri- 
etors of M Scruggs & 
Co., opened the doors of their 

dry goods store on 418 North 

Fourth street, one April morning 

in 1850 to the first prospective 

buyers of the bolts of merinoes and 
watered silks, the cans of coal oil, 
the high, ripple top buttoned boots, 
that stood ‘in orderly fashion on 
the shelves, they were optimistic 
about the future. They knew they 
would have to make good for the 
two young men—M. V. IL. Mo- 

Clelland and Richard Scruggs— 

were not money men. 

They had come from Virginia 
with the backing of -McClelland’s 
uncle, who offered to advance cap- 
ital for a dry goods house in St. 
Louis, Montgomery, or Memphis, 
and when they chose St. Louis they 
no doubt had hopes of a store that 
would grow with the growing river 
town, 

Even newspaper editorials of 
that day were urging that more 
plank roads’ be built throughout 
the State and prophesied “we see 
good times coming.” But it is not 
likely that in their wildest moments 
they foresaw a department store 
occupying eight floors of one build- 
ing, seven floors of another—the 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney of to- 
day which is a descendent of the 
McClelland-Scruggs of 1850, and is 
now celebrating its .“90 years of 
progress.” 

Some idea of this first store, 25 by 
30 feet in size on-the street known 
alternately as Fourth and Glasgow 
Row, is gained from its advertise- 
ments. In a yellowing copy of the 
Missouri Republic, dated 1851, a 
small-type pictureless advertise- 
ment buried in the columns of the 
“classified advertising,” which was 
the only kind of advertising in that 
day, is an announcement of sale of 
“brocades, zephyr crapes, Jenny 
Lind capes and berthas.” 

It was a Jenny Lind year, that 
singer having made an appearance 
in St. Louis for which tickets sold 
as high as $5. There were Jenny 
Lind bonnets, dresses, even Jenny 
Lind flour, and St. Louis women 
read of her doings avidly, probably 
after they'd read the serial story, 
“The Heirs of Derwentwater,” that 
appeared on the first page. That 
was also the year that P. T. Barnum 
made a temperance lecture here, 
Ludlow and Smith’s theater pre- 
sented “Sweethearts and Wives,” tax 
returns revealed there were two 
millionaires, William Astor and 
Peter Lorillard, in New York; news 
came that friends of a Judge Doug- 
las of Illinois were “pushing his 
pretensions for the presidency with 
some spirit,” and President Mil- 
lard Fillmore deplored news of. se- 
cession talk in South Carolina. 


In April, the month that the Whig 
ticket was victorious in St. Louis, 
McClelland, Scruggs & Co. an- 
nounced that “they are prepared 
to expose the most extensive assort- 
ment of select and elegant goods,” 
including French organdies and jac- 
onets, Napoleon mantels, and men’s 
summer hats of “ventilated beaver.” 
According to other advertisements 
you could rent an apartment with a

McClelland, Scruggs progressed. 
From 415 North Fourth street it 
expanded to take in 415-17-19-21-25- 
27. In 1860 a partner, W. L. Van- 
dervoort, added his name to the 
store. For a short time after the 
Civil War it was known as Vander- 
voort-McClelland, and in 1870, when 
McClelland retired, it became 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney, the 
new member being Charles E. Bar- 
ney of New York. In 1870 a new 
building was constructed on the 
same site, and the store graduated 
to boxed-in front-page advertise- 
ments offering “foreign wraps, 
fichus; mantles, dolmans and ul- 
sters,” also “confined styles of em- 
broidered India linen and organdie 
dresses.”

N 1888 the store made its first 
| ic move, to the Mercantile Li- 

brary Building, at Broadway and 
Locust streets, and in the same 
month, August, Mermod-Jaccard- 
King, now a part of Scruggs’, en- 
tered new headquarters across the 
street, described as “the grandest 
jewelry establishment in the world.” 
St. Louis was very lively that sum- 
ber. The St. Louis Exposition was 
opening on Sept. 5 with Liberato,

Vanderioort-Barney was selling

You could buy 40 acres next to For- 
est Paric for $7000 but of course no 
one waited to live that far out in 
the coujntry. And the Post-Dispatch 
was conducting a liars’ contest, 
with one of the winners describing 
his return to St. Louis after an 
absence of years. According to the 
story, he mourned, “Can it be pos- 
sible that I return to St. Louis to 
find our industries blighted, fur- 
mace fires gone out? Where are 
those glorious clouds of smoke and 
soot, the symbols of progress and 
industry?” until someone explained 
to him that an aroused city had 
banished smoke. That was in 1888. 


By 1907 Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney hail outgrown its old headquar- 
ters and in November, amid much 
fanfare, moved into the Syndicate 
Trust Building on Tenth and Olive. 
It was a major achievement and 
newspe pers called the store “the 
greatest in all the West,” and fair- 
ly bowled over the readers with 
statistics. It was Vandervoort’s 
fifty-s¢venth year in business. They 
had used 20,000 yards of “old blue 
Bigelow Wilton carpet” in the new 
store, and one mile of velvet to line 
showcises. Woodwork was ma- 
hogany and decorated rooms con- 
centrated on Louis XIV furniture. 

That was the year that 10 the- 
aters were in full swing—the Olym- 
pic, Century, Grand, Odeon, Gar- 
rick, Columbia, Imperial, Havlin's, 
Standard and Gayety. Seats were 
on sale to see Maude Adams in 
“Peter Pan,” people were wonder- 
ing whether Roosevelt (Theodore) 
would run for a third term, an au- 
thority visiting St. Louis said this 
city had the homeliest girls on 
earth, there was a flurry over a 
peeping Tom photographer who 
took pictures of Missouri U. girls 
doing gym work in—horrors— 
bloomers, and according to the rec- 
ord lists, people were singing, “Al- 
way Leave Them Laughing When 
You Say Goodbye,” and “If the 
Man in the Moon Were a Coon.” 

A Scruggs advertisement was a 


genteel affair in small print, one 
that might be passed by as part of 
the stock market quotations today. 


It offered “a choice of three walk- 


ing suit models, broadcloth coat 


suits, black taffeta petticoats,” 
along with “vici kid shoes in lace 
and button styles,” and a picture 
of the suits, floor length, tailored, 
with huge pockets, and casually 
loose in fit. 


The eight floors of the Syndicate 
Trust Building had at first been 
thought ample in size, but in 1913, 
four floors of the Century Building 
were found necessary. The grand 
opening of the double store was 
deemed of sufficient importance 
that The Drygoodsman, trade mag- 
azine, devoted an entire issue to 
the store. They waxed eloquent 
over the entire store but especially 
about the piano department. After 
remarking that they would not de- 
scribe it, since pictures accompa- 
nied the story, they wrote, “suffice 
it to say that it is beautiful, splen- 
did and exquisite.” Such modern 
details as a barber shop, a loung- 
ing room, a wrapping desk de- 
signed to give as little offense as 
possible to the asthetic senses” 
and using pneumatic tubes connect- 
ed with the credit office, the grand 
stairway and postoffice department 
gained praise. 


dervoort and Barney all died 

around the turn of the century, 
and Hanford Crawford and Robert 
Johnston of New York had taken 
over the executive positions. In 
1909, however, Melville L. Wilkin- 
son became its president. Wilkin- 
son’s career was described as a 
“romance of American business.“ 
The son of an Indiana preacher, of 
meager schooling, he had pros- 
pered as a country storekeeper, had 
once turned down a job at $7000 a 
year to enter wholesale selling to 
learn the business, and at the 
height of his retailing life. was 
ranked with Marshall Field, John 
Wanamaker, James McCreery and 
the other great merchandisers, Un- 
der his management Vandervoort's 
took over, along with Jaccard’s, 
the White Co., Columbus, O., and 
the Denver (Colo.) Dry Goods Store, 
He had established the first school 
for department store employes, and 
the store itself had expanded over 
three more floors of the Century 
Building. At his death in 1925, his 
son-in-law, Frank M. Mayfield, be- 
came president.
